PREAMBLE 



The National Geospatial-Inteliigence Agency (hereinafter, "NGA") of the Department of 
Defense of the United States of America and the Swedish Armed Forces (hereinafter jointly, "the 
Parties"): 

Having a common interest in defense; 

Having a mutual interest In the attainment of national goals in the field of geospatial 
information; 

Recognizing the benefits to be obtained from standardization, rationalization, and 
interoperability in the geospatial information component of geospatial information and related 
materials and equipment; 

Desiring to achieve mutual objectives and goals through the application of geospatial 
information technology and production procedures; and 

Desiring to improve their mutual geospatial information capabilities through the 
application of emerging technology; 

Intending to use unclassified information; 

Recognizing the applicability of relevant provisions of the Agreement Among the States 
Parties to the North Atlantic Treaty and the Other States Participating in the Partnership for 
Peace Regarding the Status of Their Forces of June 19, 1995 to the activities of the Par ries 
undertaken under tliis Agreement; 

Desiring to update the Basic Exchange and Cooperative Agreement Between the National 
[magery and Mapping Agency of the Department of Defense of the United States of America 
and the Joint Operations Staff of the Swedisli Armed Forces Headquarters of the Kingdom of 
Sweden for Global Geospatial Inforrnation and Services of December 14, 1998; 

Have agreed as follows: 



SFXTIQN I 
DEFINITIONS 

For the purposes of this Agreement, the following terms have the meanings indicated: 

1 . 1 . Controlled Unclassified Information means unclassified information to which access or 
distribution limitations have been applied in accoi'dance with applicable national laws or 
regulations. 

1 .2. Copyright means the exclusive right to reproduce, prepare derivative works of, distribute, 
perform, display, sell, lend, or rent literary artistic works, including software, databases, maps, 
and charts. 

1.3. Geospatial information means information of any type or format resulting from the 
collection, transformation, generation, portrayal, dissemination, or storing of geodetic, 
geomagnetic, aeronautical, topogi-aphic, hydrogi-aphic, commercial and other unclassified 
imagery, cartogi-aphic, cultural, bathymetric, and toponymic data, or other types of information 
that identifies the geographic location and characteristics of natural and constructed features or 
boundaries on the earth. Geospatial information also means information resulting from the 
evaluation of topogiaphic, hydrographic, or aeronautical features for their effect on military 
operations or intelligence, including, but not limited to, presentation in the following forms: 
topographic, planimetric, relief, or thematic maps or graphics; nautical and aeronautical charts 
and publications; and commercial and other unclassified imagery, as well as simulated, 
photographic, digital, and computerized formiats. 

1.4. Third Pai-ty means a person, entity, or government other than the governments (including all 
defense and other governmental entities and government contractors) of the Parties. 

SECTION n 
PURPOSE AND SCOPE 

2.1. The purpose of this Agreement is to provide for: 
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2. 1 .1 . The exchange of geospatial information for use by the governments (including all 
defense and other governmental entities and government contractors) of both Parties for 
defense and other govermiiental purposes, The items to be exchanged may include, but are 
not limited to: maps; charts; commercial and other unclassified imagery; other geospatial 
information and data, including geodetic, geophysical, geomagnetic, and gravity data; and 
I'eiated products, publications, and materials, in printed or digital formats (hereinafter, 
"geospatial information and related materials"), and related equipment. 

2. 1.2. Cooperative production programs, other cooperative efforts, and co- production 
programs. 

2.1.3. Mutual technical assistance, including technical assistance and technology 
information exchanges relevant to cartographic, geodetic, and geophysical developments, 
and production processes and techniques. 

2.1.4. The exchange of technical and procedural information related to the 
standardization of methods, procedures, specifications, and formats for the collection, 
evalufition, processing, and production of geospatial information and related materials. 

2. 1 .5 . Training programs in disciplines relevant to the objectives of this Agreement, as 
agreed by the Parties and as resources allow. 



SECTION m 
IMPLEMENTING ANNEXES AND APPENDICES 

3. 1. The details of cooperation under this Agreement shall be set forth in individual 
"Implementing Annexes" to this Agreement. Implementing Annexes that aie concluded 
following entry into force of the Agreement may be signed by duly authorized representatives of 
the Parties, or by other duly authorized representatives of the governments of the Parties. 

3.2. The Implementing Annexes shall not include any provision inconsistent with this 
Agreement. In the event of a conflict between this Agreement and any Implementing Annex, 
this Agreement shall prevail. 

3.3. Appendices may be added to an Implementing Annex to address operational matters under 
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the Implementing Annex. Such appendices shall not include any provision inconsistent with the 
Implementing Annex or this Agreement. Appendices may include, but are not limited to, 
descriptions and quantities of the geospatiai information and related materials and equipment to 
be exchanged or co-produced, distribution procedures, and the addresses of recipients of 
geospatiai information and related materials and equipment. 

SECTION IV 

GENERAL OBLIGATIONS AND RESPONSIBILITIES 

4.1. Geospatiai information and related materials and equipment provided to a Paity or co- 
produced shall be utilized by the recipient Party only in accordance with the terms of this 
Agreement, The recipient Party shall comply with any restrictions concerning use, release, 
reproduction, distribution, and any other copyright rights undo: relevant law, imposed by the 
originating Party and as set forth in this Agreement. Agreed matters related to use, release, 
reproduction, distribution, and any other rights under relevant copyright law, of geospatiai 
infoiination and related materials and equipment may be set forth in the Implementing Annexes 
or their Appendices. 

4. 1.1. The Parties may address matters related to the protection of any trademark 
registered with either Party relating to geospatiai information in the Implementing Annexes 
or their Appendices. 

4.2. Geospatiai information and related materials and equipment provided by one Par ty to the 
other Party may be provided to any national government entity or contractor, including 
government-owned corporations, of the government of the recipient Paity. Such geospatiai 
information and related materials and equipment shall be marked with classification or release 
codes to ensure that such information or related materials or equipment remain protected and are 
not disclosed to unauthorized recipients. 

4.3. In cases wiiere geospatiai information or related materials or equipment received by a 
recipient Party becomes unu.sable, the originating Party may provide replacements, on a 
reimbursable basis or as provided in the relevant Implementing Annex. 

4.4. Unless otherwise provided in an Implementing Annex, geospatiai informadon and related 
materials exchanged or co-produced under the terms of this Agreement may be converted to a 
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digital format witiiout additional approval from the originating Party. Such change in format, in 
and of itself, shall not alter the release restrictions of the material. 

4.5. Ail geospatial information and related materials provided to a recipient Party or co- 
produced under the terms of this Agreement and the Implementing Annexes may be provided by 
the recipient Party to multinational, coalition, or other combined operations forces paiticipating 

in defense, humanitarian, peacekeeping, or related activities in which the originating Party is also 
participating. If there is a defense, humanitarian, peacekeeping, or related activity in which only 
one Party is a paiticipant, the written authorization of the originating Party is required before that 
Party's geospatial information or related materials may be provided to such forces. 

4.6. The Parties will take all lawful steps available to them to fulfill the obligations and 
responsibilities set forth in this Agreement. 



SECTION V 
FINANCIAL PROVISIONS 

5.1. Each Party shall bear all of the costs it incurs for performing, managing, and administering 
its activities under this Agreement, unless othei-wise agreed. 

5.2. A Party shall promptly notify the other Party if available funds ai-e not adequate to fulfill its 
obligations or responsibilities under this Agreement. If a Party notifies the other Party that it is 
reducing or terminating its fimding in support of this Agreement, both Parties shall immediately 
consult with a view towai'd continuation on a mutually determined modified basis. 

5.3. The Parties shall consult on a regular basis regarding the extent of parity in the costs of 
cooperation under this Agreement. Consistent with respective national laws and regulations, the 
Parties intend to avoid, insofar as possible, monetary payments. 



SECTION VI 
CLASSIFIED INFORMATION 



6.1. The Parties intend to exchange only unclassified information under this Agreement unless 
otherwise agreed in writing. 

SECTION VII 
CONTROLLED UNCLASSIFIED INFORMATION 

7.1. Except as otherwise provided in this Agreement, or as authorized in writing by the 
originating Paity, geospatial Controlled Unclassified Information exchanged or co-produced 
pursuant to this Agreement shall be controlled as follows: 

7. 1 .1 . Access to geospatial Controlled Unclassified Information shall be limited to 
authorized personnel. 

7.1.2. Each Party shall take all lawful steps available to it, including national 
classification, to prevent unauthorized disclosure of geospatial Controlled Unclassified 
Information. In the event of an unauthorized disclosure, or if it becomes probable that a 
Party will be required to disclose geospatial Controlled Unclassifled hiformation pursuant 
to its national laws or regulations, the recipient Party shall inunediately so notify the 
originating Party, 

7. 1.3. To assist the recipient Party in providing the appropriate controls, the originating 
Pmty shall ensure that geospatial Controlled Unclassified Information is maiked 
appropriately. The Parties shall decide, in advance and in writing, on the marking to be 
placed on geospatial Controlled Unclassified Liformadon. The appropriate mai-kings ■ 
may be specified in the Implementing Annexes. Markings for geospatial Controlled 
Unclassified Information may include, but are not limited to: "Limited Distribution" 
(LIMDIS); "For Official Use Only" (FOUO); or "Proprietary Information". 

7.2. Prior to authorizing the release of geospatial Controlled Unclassified Information to 
contractors, the releasing Party shall ensure that the contractors are legally bound under contract, 
law, or regulation to control such Controlled Unclassified Information entrusted to them. 
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SECTtON Vfll 
THIRD PARTY TRANSFERS 



8. [. The Parties shall not sell, transfer title to, disclose, or transfer possession of (hereinafter, 
"transfer") geospatial information or related materials or equipment exchanged pursuant to this 
Agreement to any Third Party except in accoi-dance with this Agreement, or as otherwise 
authorized in writing by the originating Party for reasons of national security or national law or 
regulation. 

8.2. Geospatial information and related materials and equipment provided to a recipient Paity, 
including information, materials, and equipment provided to the recipient Party's national 
government entity or contractor, including government-owned corporations, pursuant to Section 
IV of this Agreement, shall not be transferred by that Party to any Third Party without prior 
written approval of the originating Party, unless specifically authorized in the relevant 
Implementing Annex. The originating Party may specify the method and provisions for such 
transfers, with which the recipient Party shall comply. Each Party shall take all necessary 
measures available to it under its laws and regulations to keep from disclosing information 
without the prior written consent of the other Party where such written consent is required under 
this Agreement. 

SECTION IX 
VISITS 

9.1. Each Party shall permit visits to its government establishments, agencies, and laboratories 
and contractor facilities by employees of the other Party or by employees of the other Paily's 
contractors, provided that the visit is authorized by both Paities and the employees have all 
necessary and appropriate security clearances and a need-to-know. All such visiting persons 
shall be required to comply with applicable security regulations of the host Pai ty. Any 
information disclosed or made available to such visiting persons shall be treated as if supplied to 
the Party sponsoring the visiting persons and shall be subject to the provisions of this Agreement. 
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9.2. Requests for visits by persons of a Party to a facility of the other Party shall be coordinated 
through official government-to-govemment channels and shall conform to the established visit 
procedure of the host Party. 



SECTION X 
STATUS OF FORCES 

10,1. The Agi-eement Among the States Paities to the North Atlantic Treaty and the Other States 
Participating in the Partnership for Peace Regarding the Status of Their Forces of June 19, 1995 
shall apply to activities under this Agreement. 



SECTION XI 
SETTLEMENT OF DISPUTES 

11.1. Disagreements between the Parties arising out of or relating to this Agreement, including 
its Implementing Annexes and their Appendices, shall be resolved only by consultation between 
the Parties and, in particular, shall not be refen^d to a national court, an international tribunal, or 
any other person or entity for settlement. 

SECTION XII 
NATIONAL LAWS AND REGULATIONS 

1 2,1 . The Parties shall implement the activities under this Agreement in accordance with their 
respective national laws and regulations, and the obligations and responsibilities of the Parties 
siiall be .subject to tlie availability of funds appropriated for such purposes. 

SECTION XIII 
AMENDMENT AND TERMINATION 

13. 1 . Thi.s Agreement, including its Implementing Annexes and Appendices, may be amended 
by written agreement of the Parties in accordance with their respective provisions. 
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13.2. This Agreement may be teraiinated at any time upon the written agreement of the Parties. 
Alternatively, it may be temiinatetl by one Party 180 days after written notice to the other Party 
of its intention to do so. 

1 3.3. In the event of termination of this Agreement or any Implementing Amiex or Appendix, 
the Parties .shall consult with a view to agreeing upon the appropriate course of action, including 
the terms or procedures to resolve any remaining issues or obligations. The Parties shall 
continue to fulfill their obligations up to the effective date of termination. Each Party shall pay 
the costs it incurs as a result of the termination. All geospatial information and related materials 
and equipment, and rights therein, received or co-produced under the provisions of this 
Agreement shall be retained by a Party, subject to the provisions of this Agreement. The 
respective rights and responsibilities of the Parties regarding Section VI (Classified Information), 
Section VII (Controlled Unclassified Information), Section VIII (Third Party Transfers), and 
Section X (Status of Forces) of this Agieement shall continue notwithstanding temiination of, 
withdrawal from, or expiration of this Agreement. 

13.4. Termination of this Agreement shall terminate all Implementing Annexes and Appendices, 
uidess otherwise agreed. 

SECTION XIV 
ENTRY INTO FORCE AND DURATION 

1 4. 1 . This Agreement shall enter into force upon signature by both Parties and shall remain in 
force until terminated or superseded. 

14.2. Upon signature by both Parties, this Agreement supersedes the Basic Exchange and 
Cooperative Agreement Between the National Lnagery and Mapping Agency of the Department 
of Defense of the United States of America and the Joint Operations Staff of the Swedish Armed 
Forces Headquarters of the Kingdom of Sweden for Global Geospatial Information and Services 
of December 14, 1998.

This Implementing Annex A Concerning Topographic Products, Data, Piibiications, and Related 
Geospatial Infomnation Materials is referred to in Section III of the Basic Exchange and 
Cooperation Agreement between the National Geospatial-Inteliigence Agency of the Department 
of Defense of the United States of America and the Swedish Armed Forces Concerning 
Geospatial Information (the Agieement). 

1. PURPOSE 



1.1. The puriDose of this Implementing Annex is to pi-escribe arrangements for the exchange of 
digital and hai'dcopy topographic products, data, publications, and related geospatial information 
materials and the provision of co-production support services of mutual interest between the 
National Geospatial-Inteliigence Agency (NGA) of the Depailment of Defense of the United 
States of America and the Swedish Armed Forces. The scope of the cooperation includes 
production and maintenance of geospatial information data using agieed specifications, technical 
assistance, exchange of source materials, and exchange of data and products. 

1 .2. For the puiposes of this Implementing Annex, the designated organizations of the Parties 
shall be as follows: 



1.2.1. For NGA -NGA. 



1 .2.2. For Swedish Antied Forces - Swedish Armed Forces. 



2. MATERIALS TO BE EXCHANGED OR PROVIDED 

2. 1 . Topogi-aphic Products : Topographic products (preferably in digital format) identified in 
Appendix I, and any other relevant Appendix of this Implementing Annex, shall be provided by 
each Party to the other Party, unless the providing Party has provided notice to the recipient 
Party of the discontinuation of such products, on an automatic distribution basis unless otherwise 
agreed. Additional copies of topographic items from Appendix I, and any other relevant 
Appendix of this implementing Annex, may be provided by a Party to the other Party upon 
request in accordance with paragraph 2.7. of this Section. 

2.2. Reproduction Materials : Que (I) set of reproduction material (preferably in digital format) 
for any sheet of the topographic products identified in Appendix I, and any other relevant 



Appendix of this Implementing Annex, siiall be provided by each Paity to the other Party upon 
request, unless the providing Party has provided notice to the recipient Party of the 
discontinuation of such products. Reproduction materials provided by the originating Party may 
be used by the recipient Party to print stoclc for the recipient Party's use without prior written 
nuthorizalion fi-om the originating Paily. 

2.3. Publications and Related Geospatial Information Materials : Topographic publications and 
related geospatial information materials shall be exchanged as specified in Appendix I, and any 
other relevant Appendix of this Implementing Annex, unless the providing Party has provided 
notice to the recipient Party of the discontinuation of such materials. Additional copies of 
topographic publications aiid related geospatial information materials identified in Appendix I, 
and any other relevant Appendix of this Implementing Annex, may be provided by a Party to the 
other Party upon request in accordance with paragraph 2.7. of this Section. 

2.4. Geographic Names Information : Geographic names information gathered by the Pai-ties 
shall be exchanged as specified in Appendix I, and any other relevant Appendix of this 
Implementing Annex. 

2.5. Bulk Stocks : Planning and operational stocks of topographic products, data, publications, 
and related geospatial information materials listed in Appendix I, and any other relevant 
Appendix of this Implementing Annex, may be provided, on a case-by-case basis, by the 
originating Party to the recipient Party upon request. 

2.6. Digital Topographic Products : Wliere applicable, digital topographic products, data, 
publications, and related geospatial information materials transferred under the provisions of this 
Implementing Annex shall be exchanged in formats agreed upon by the Parties. 

2.6.1. NGA shall supply one (1) copy of all releasable U.S. Government-produced 
geospatial information applications software, and any changes thereto, related to digital 
topographic products and data as outlined in Appendix I, and any other relevant Appendix 
of this Implementing Annex. 

2.6.2. Swedish Anned Forces shall coordinate all changes to NGA-suppIied geospatial 
information applications software with NGA. 



2.7. AddUional Cppies: At its sole discretion, a Paity may sati.sfy the otiiei- Paity's requests for 
additional copies of any topographic products, data, publications, and related geospatiai 
information materials produced by the Party. Upon completion of any new releasable digital 
data for areas covered in this Luplementing Annex, the originating Party shall inform the 
recipient Party. 

2.8. Costs : Unless otherwise specified in this Implementing Annex, all topogiaphical pixiducts, 
data, publications, and related geospatiai information materials shall be provided by a Party 
without charge. 

3. USE AND RELEASE RESTRICTIONS 

3. 1. Each Party shall respect the copyright, use, and release restrictions on all topographic 
products, data, publications, and related geospatiai information materials provided by the other 
Party in accordance with specific written guidance from the originating Party at the time the 
items tU'e provided. 

3.2. The topograpiiic products, data, publications, and related geospatiai information materials 
provided by the Paities to each other under the terms of this Implementing Annex may be used 
for defense or other governmental purposes, but shall not be used for any other purpose without 
the prior written consent of the originating Party. 

3.3. Unless otherwise agreed by the Parties in writing, title to topographic products, data, 
publications, and related geospatiai information materials co-produced by the Parties shall be 
allocated joindy to the Parties. The Paities shall take any necessary steps to give effect to this 
arrangement. The Parties shall agree, in writing, on the terms of use of co-produced topographic 
products, data, publications, and related geospatiai information materials. 

3.4. Any specification, production information, or manufacturing know-how incidentally 
derived from performance under the provisions of this Implementing Annex shall be used and 
fully protected in accordance with the Agreement. 

3.5. If a Party is loaned or otherwise receives software from the other Party under this 
Implementing Annex, the recipient Party shall not revei-se engineer or attempt in any manner to 
duplicate that software without the prior written consent of the originating Party. 
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3.6, If topographic products, data, publications, and related geospatial information materials are 
subject to copyi igiit or other privately held intellectual property rights and to limited rights of use 
or disclosure, such itejns shall be marked with a restiictive legend by the originating Party prior 
to their provision to the recipient Party. Such items shall not be used or disclosed by the 
recipient Party in any manner that might prejudice the lirahations on use or disclosure marked on 
them. 

4. SHIPMENT OF MATERIALS 

4. 1 . All shipments of topographic products, data, publications, and related geospatial 
information materials by a Party to the other Party shall be accompanied by appropriate 
transmittal documents that list the contents of the shipment. 

4.2. All topographic products, data, publications, and related geospatial information materials to 
be exchanged under this Implementing Aimex shall be sent free of freight charges. All shipment 
costs shall be borne by the sending Party. 

4.3. If applicable, packages shall be clearly marked with the notation "UNITED 
STATES/SWEDEN BILATERAL GEOSPATIAL INFORMATION AGREEMENT 
EXCHANGE MATERIAL - NON-REIMBURSABLE" and include the following Customs 
Declaration.

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5. RETURN OF MATERIALS 



5. 1. [ii the event of termination of the Agreement or this Implementing Annex, all topogi-aphic 
products, data, publications, and related geospatial information materials that have already been 
exchanged, excluding topographic products, data, publications, and related geospatial 
information materials on loan, need not be returned and shall remain with the holder unless 
otherwise agreed. An}' additional reproduction, distribution, etc., of the materials shall require 
authorization of the rights holder. 

6. VALIDITY 

6. 1. This Implementing Annex shall enter into force on the date of the Agreement and shall 
remain in force in accordance with Section XIII (Amendment and Termination) of the 
Agreement.

Tliis Implementing Annex C Concerning Nautical Products, Data, Publications, and Related 
Gccspaticil Information Materials is referred to in Section III of the Basic Exchange and 
Cooperation Agreement between the National Geospatial Intelligence Agency of the Department 
of Defense of the United States of America and the Swedish Armed Forces Concerning 
Geospatial Information (the Agi-eement). 

1- PURPOSE 

1 .1. The purpose of this Implementing Annex is to prescribe arrangements for the exchange of 
digital and hardcopy nautical (including hydrographic) products, data, publications, and related 
geospatial information materials and the provision of co-production support services of mutual 
interest between the National GeospatiaHiitelligence Agency (NGA) of the Department of 
Defense of the United States of America and Swedish Armed Forces. 

1 .2. For the purpose of this Implementing Annex, the designated organizations of the Parties 
shall be as follows: 

1.2.1. For NGA -NGA. 

1 .2.2. For Swedish Armed Forces - Swedish Armed Forces. 

2. MATERIALS TO BE EXCHANGED OR PROVIDED 

2.1. Nautical Products : Nautical products (preferably in digital format) identified in Appendix I, 
and any other relevant Appendix of this Implementing Annex, shall be provided by each Party to 
the other Party, unless the providing Party has provided notice to the recipient Party of the 
discontinuation of such products, on an automatic distribution basis unless otherwise agreed. 
Additional copies of nautical products from Appendix I, and any other relevant Appendix of this 
Implementing Annex, may be provided by a Party to the other Party upon request in accordance 
with paragraph 2.6. of this Section. 

2.2. Reproduction Materials : One (I) set of reproduction material (preferably in digital format) 
[x)r any sheet of the nautical products identified in Appendix I, and any other relevant Appendix 
of this Implementing Annex, shall be provided by each Paity to the other Party upon request, 
unless the providing Party has provided notice to the recipient Party of the discontinuation of 
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such products. Reproduction materiiUs provided by tiie originating Party may be used by the 
recipient Party to print stock for the recipient Piu ty's use without prior written authorization from 
the originating Party. 

2.3. Publications and Related Geospatial Information Materials : Nautical publications and 
related geospatial information materials shall be exchanged as specified in Appendix I, and any 
other relevant Appendix of this Implementing Annex, unless the providing Party has provided 
notice to the recipient Party of the discontinuation of such materials. Additional copies of 
nautical publications and related geospatial information materials identiHed in Appendix I, and 
any other relevant Appendix of this Implementing Annex, may be provided by a Party to the 
other Party upon request in accordance with paragraph 2.6. of this Section. 

2.4. Bulk Stocks : Planning and operational stocks of nautical products, data, publications, and 
related geospatial information materials listed in Appendix I, and any other relevant Appendix of 
tliis Implementing Annex, may be provided, on a case-by-case basis, by the originating Party to 
the recipient Party upon request. 

2.5. Digital Nautical Products : Where applicable, digital nautical products, data, pubUcations, 
and related geospatial information materials transferred under the provisions of this 
Implementing Amaex shall be exchanged in formats agreed by the Parties. 

2.5.1 . NGA shall supply one (1) copy of all releasable U.S. Government- produced 
geospatial information applications software, and any changes thereto, related to digital 
nautical products and data as outlined in the Appendix I, and any other relevant Appendix 
of tills Implementing Annex. 

2.5.2. Swedish Armed Forces shall coordinate all changes to NGA supplied-geospatial 
information applications software with NGA. 

2.6. Additional Copies : At its sole disa'etion, a Party may satisfy the other Party's requests for 
additional copies of any nautical products, data, publications, and related geospatial information 
materials produced by the Party. Upon completion of any new releasable digital data for areas 
covered in this Implementing Aimex, the originating Party shall inform the recipient Party. 
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2.7. Costs : Unless otherwise specified in this Implementing Annex, all natutical products, data, 
publications, and related geospatial information materials shall be provided by a Party without 
chai'ge. 

3. USE AND RELEASE RESTRICTIONS 

3.1. Each Party shall respect the copyright, use, and release restrictions on all nautical products, 
data, publications, and related geospatial information materials provided by the other Paity in 
iiccordance with specific written guidance from the originating Party at the time the items aie 
provided. 

3.2. The nautical products, data, publications, and related geospatial information materials 
provided by the Parties to each other under the terms of this Implementing Annex may be used 
for defense or other governmental purposes, but shall not be used for any other purpose without 
the prior written consent of the originating Party. 

3.3. Unless otherwise agreed by the Parties in writing, title to nautical products, data, 
publications, and related geospatial information materials co-produced by the Parties shall be 
allocated jointly to the Parties. The Pai ties shall take any necessary steps to give effect to this 
arrangement. The Parties shall agree, in writing, on the terms of use of co-produced nautical 
products, data, publications, and related geospatial information materials. 

3.4. Any specification, production information, or manufacturing know-how incidentally 
derived from performance under the provisions of this Implementing Annex shall be used and 
fully protected in accordance with the Agreement. 

3.5. If a Pmty is loaned or otherwise receives software from the other Party under this 
Implementing Annex, the recipient Party shall not reverse engineer or attempt in any manner to 
duplicate that software without the prior written consent of the originating Pai ty. 

3.6. If nautical products, data, publications, and related geospatial information materials are 
subject to copyright or other privately held intellectual property rights and to limited rigjits of use 
or disclosure, such items shall be marked with a i-estrictive legend by the originating Party prior 
to then- provision to the recipient Party. Such items shall not be used or disclosed by the 
recipient Pai'ty in any manner that might prejudice the limitations on use or disclosure marked on 
them. 
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4. SHIPMENT OF MATERIALS 



4.1. All sMpment of nautical products, data, publications, and related geospatial information 
materials by a Party to the other Party shall be accompanied by appropriate transmittal 
documents tliat list the contents of the shipment. 

4.2. All nautical products, data, publications, and related geospatial information materials to be 
exchanged under this Implementing Annex shdl be sent free of freight charges. All shipment 
costs shall be borne by the sending Party.

The list of the specific products for paragraph 2.1.1 that Swedish Anned Forces shall 
provide to NGA is set forth in a document provided by Swedish Armed Forces (Disclosure List). 
The agreed method of release for each of the products is identified in the Disclosure List as either 
"automatic distribution," "upon request," or "case-by-case". Swedish Armed Forces shall provide 
an updated Disclosure List containing any changes to the listing of available products or to their 
releasablity to NGA upon request, as resources permit. NGA shall provide Swedish Armed Forces 
written notice of any changes in the products it desires to receive or in the method of release. The 
Parties shall agree on the changes in writing. 

2.1.3. Swedish Armed Forces shall provide products identified as "automatic distribution" 
on an automatic distiibution basis. 

2.1.4. Swedish Armed Forces shall provide products identified as "upon request" as soon 
as practicable after receiving a written request. Swedish Armed Forces shall insure in advance that 
such products are available for release. 

2.1.5. For products identified as "case-by-case," the following procedures shall apply: 

2.1.5.1. NGA shall submit a written request for the product identifying the product, 
the reason for requesting it, and the urgency of the request. Swedish Armed Forces 
shall determine whether the product may be released, and if not, provide NGA with 
the reason. 

2. 1.5.2. If the release is contingent on permission of a third party, NGA shall notify 
Swedish Armed Forces of the identity of the third party. Swedish Armed Forces 
shall be responsible for obtaining the third party's written permission to release. If 
Swedish Armed Forces is unable to secure this permission, Swedish Armed Forces 
may request NGA to seek permission. 

2.1.5.3. Once a product has been determined as releasable, Swedish Armed Forces 
.shall provide such products as soon as practicable. 

2,2, Reproduction Material : Upon request, one (1) copy of digital print files for ail nautical 
charts and associated products, as available to the Swedish Armed Forces, furnished under 
paragx'aph 2. 1, above. 
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2.3. Publications and Related Geospatial Information materials : Four (4) copies of each 
current and future edition navigational publication as available to the Swedish Armed Forces 
automatically.

NGA shall provide, consistent with applicable release restrictions and for Swedish Government 
use only, one (1) copy of all the following DNCs: 1, 2, 13, 14, 15, 16, 17; and special release for 
10. NGA shall provide, consistent with applicable release restrictions, for Swedish Government 
use only, two (2) copies of DNCs on CD-ROM, plus new editions and updates as they are 
produced: CD ROMs will be provided only until such time as the US Navy ceases to require DNC 
on CD ROM, after which the opportunity for electronic access wll be provided. In particular, 
DNC is provided for Swedish Government vessels exempt from the Safety of Life at Sea (SOLAS) 
Convention. In addition, available VDU (Vector Product Format Digital Updates) files will be 
made available from the world wide web. 

2. Swedish Armed Forces shall automatically provide two (2) copies of each Electronic Nautical 
Chart (ENC) data, as available to Swedish Armed Forces, on CD-ROM to NGA, and two (2) 
copies of each related ENC update. NGA will consider using the ftp site for download capability. 

2.1. Swedish Armed Forces, thi-ough Geo SE, shall provide copies of all unclassified sui-vey data 
in Swedish waters, as available to Swedish Armed Forces, on request and on a periodic basis.

1.1. Adoption shall take place over a timeframe sufficient to allow for the transfer of digital print 
files by Sweden, printing and distribution by NGA, cancellation of existing NGA coverage, and 
the announcement of each new chart in the NGA Notice to Mariners. 

1.2. NGA shall add the new NGA chart number, stock number, national stock number, and 
bar code. Any other change to the adopted chart is to be agreed with the Swedish Araied 
Forces. 

2. The Swedish Armed Forces shall supply the digital print file for the adopted charts in a foimat 
to be agreed and fully corrected for Notice to Mailners at the time of delivery. The digital print 
files shall not be distributed to third parties, except for NGA contractors who similarly shall be 
restricted from third party release. 

2.1. The Swedish Aimed Forces shall provide NGA an advance notification of upcoming affected 
Swedish new editions. 

3.2. Adopted charts shall be maintained up to date according to the guidance and procedures set 
out by national policy and prudent safe navigation practices. The Swedish Armed Forces shall 
supply to NGA all Swedish Nonce to Mariners and other relevant updating information via normal 
reporting and disseminarion channels. NGA may choose to be selective of which Swedish Notice 
to Maiiners to use, but shall ensure that its version of an adopted chait shall be kept up to date for 
those items relevant to its customers and commensurate with the safety of navigation and the 
protection of the environment. Liability for selection rests with NGA. 
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2.3. The number of charts reprinted on basis of the adopted Swedish charts will be reported by 
NGA to Swedish Armed Forces on an annual basis.

This Impleiiientiiig Annex D Concerning Technical Assistance and Training and Geodetic and 
Geophysical Data and Publications, is referred to in the Basic Exchange and Cooperation 
Agieement between the National Geospatial- Intelligence Agency of the Depaitmeiu of Defense 
ofilie United States of America and the Swedish Armed Forces Concerning Geospatial 
Information (the Agreement). 

1. PURPOSE 

1 . 1 . The purpose of this Implementing Annex is to define arrangements for the provision of 
technical assistance and training to facilitate mutually beneficial production of geospatial 
infonnation products, data, publications, and related materials and the exchange of geodetic and 
geophysical products, data, publications, and related geospatial information materials between 
the National Geospatial-Intelligence Agency (NGA) of the Department of Defense of the United 
States of America and the Swedish Armed Forces. 

1 .2. For Lhe puipose of this Lnplementing Annex, the designated organizations of the Parties 
shall be as follows; 

1.2.1. For NGA -NGA. 

1 .2.2. For Swedish Armed Forces - Swedish Armed Forces. 

2. TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE AND TRAINING 

2.1. To ensure conformance and interoperability of geospatial information products, data, 
publications, and related materials, the Parties shall make available or provide the .services .set 
forth in this Implementing Annex. 

2.2. NGA may perform, upon request, an assessment of the Swedish Armed Forces' technology 
with full cooperation of the Swedish Armed Forces and provide the Swedish Armed Forces with 
a written assessment of technology and any recommendations regaixling training needs. 

2.3. Upon the agreement of the Parties, NGA and Swedish Armed Forces shall exchange 
technical and training services on an agreed schedule. 
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2.4. Technical assistance visits may be made in support of geospatial information production 
processes and system architcctiire/engiiieering/management as agreed by the Parties. 

2.5. Based on the availability of resources, NGA may offer tuition-free formal training at the 
National Geospalial-Inteiligence College (NGC) National Geospatial Intelligence School (NGS), 
Ft. Belvotr, Virginia, U.S.A. to support the variety of geospatial information production 
processes. Transportation and per diem costs shall be borne by Swedish Armed Forces, unless 
otherwise agreed. Ail instruction by the NGS shall be in the English language and the 
prerequisite concerning the English Comprehension Level for a course shall be met. A course 
listing for the current and upcoming calendar yeai' shall be furnished by NGA upon request. 
Applicants for training shall comply with all security, physical and other requirements. 

2.5.1. Mobile Training Teams (JVITTs) for .some courses may also be provided by NGA 
tuition-free and may be taught as available and agreed. A listing of possible MTTs shall 
be liiniished by NGA upon request. Costs and expenses for MTTs shall be paid by the 
Swedish Armed Forces. 

2.6. Swedi.sh Armed Forces may offer similar training as available. Course information shall be 
provided by the Swedish Armed Forces upon request. 

3. MATERIALS TO BE EXCHANGED OR PROVIDED 

3.1. Geodetic and Geophysical Products and Data : Geodetic and geophysical products and data, 
including gravity and magnetic data, accomplished by governmental or civilian organizations or 
activities, including indexes and final computations, identified in Appendix I and any other 
relevant Appendix, shall be provided by a Party to the other Party, unless the providing Party has 
provided notice to the recipient Party of the discontinuation of such products, upon request 
unless otherwise agreed. Additional copies of geodetic and geophysical products and data from 
.^ppendix f and any other relevant Appendix may be provided by a Party to the other Party upon 
request in accordance with paragraph 3.2. of this Section. 

3.2. Additional Copies : At its sole discretion, a Party jnay satisfy the other Paity's i-equests for 
additional copies of geodetic and geophysical products, data, publications, and related geospatial 
information materials produced by the Party. Upon completion of any new releasable digital 
data covered in thi.s Implejiienting Annex, the originating Party shall inform the recipient Party. 
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3.3. Casts: Unless otherwise specified in this Implementing Annex, all geodetic and geophysical 
products, data, publications, and related geospatial information materials shall be provided by a 
Party without charge. 

4. USE AND RELEASE RESTRTCTIONS 

4. 1 . Each Party shall respect the copyright, trademark, use, and release restrictions on all 
geodetic and geophysical products, data, publications, and related geospatial information 
materials provided by the other Party in accordance with specific written guidance from the 
originating Party at the time the ilenis are provided. 

4.2. All geodetic and geophysical products, data, publications, and related geospatial inforination 
materials provided by the Parties to each other under the terms of this Implementing Annex may 
be used for defense or other government purposes, but shall not be used for any other purpose 
without the prior written consent of the originating Party. 

4.3. Unless agreed otherwise by the Parties in writing, title to geodetic and geophysical products, 
data, publications, and related geospatial infonnation materials co-produced by the Pai-ties shall 
be allocated jointly to the Parties. The Parties shall take any necessai7 steps to give effect to this 
arrangement. The Parties shall agree, in writing, on the terms of use of co-produced geodetic 
and geophysical products, data, publications, and reliued geospatial information materials. 

4.4. Any specification, productioa information, or manufacturing know-how incidentally 
derived from the performance of the provisions of this Implementing Annex shall be used and 
fully protected in accordance with the Agreement. 

4.5. If a Party is loaned or receives software from the other Party under this Implementing 
Annex, the receiving Party .shall not reverse engineer or attempt in any manner to duplicate that 
software without the prior written consent of the originating Party. 

4.6. If geodetic and geophysical producLs, data, publications, and related geospatial information 
materials are subject to privately held intellectual property rights and to limited rights of use or 
disclosure, such iteim shall be marked with a restrictive legend by the originating Party prior to 

their provision to the recipient Party, Such items shall not be used or disclosed in any manner 
that might prejudice the limitations on use or disclosure marked on them. 
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5. SHIPMENT OF MATERIALS 



5. 1. All .shipments of geodetic and geopliysical data, publications, and related geosputtul 
information materials by a Party to the other Party shall be accompanied by appropriate 
transmittal documents that list the contents of the shipment. 

5.2. All geodetic and geophy.sical data, publications, and related geospatial information materials 
to be exchanged under this Implementing Annex shall be .sent free of freight charges. All 
shipment cost.s shall be borne by the sending Party. 

5.3. If applicable, packages shall be clearly mai-ked with the notation "UNITED 
STATES/SWEDEN BILATERAL GEOSPATIAL INFORMATION AGREEMENT 
EXCHANGE MATERIAL - NGN REEMBURS ABLE" and include the following Customs 
Declaration.
